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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The iimitations of increasing frictional resistance with wind up and the spring having a hysteresis charactearistic 
are new issues. Note that the statement in Aldous that the shape of the curve of increasing torque with increasing arbor deflection is the 
same for winding up as for retraction, and in particular that the torques for wind up are higher owing to intercoil friction, means that wind up 
of the spring results in an increase of frictional resistance as shown by the high, increasing torque (Aldous links the increased torque 
values with increased frictional resistance) .
